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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Amendment received on February 26, 2004 has been acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1, 2, 4, 10-14, 16-18, and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Su (2002/0026380 A1). 

Su discloses a system and method embodied in a computer readable medium for 
conducting mobile commerce including: verifying user authorization at a hand held 
device (box 0049) (since local ECS 20 or a remote client system 60 might also be any 
electronic device such as a mobile phone that are able to exchange signals with the 
ESS 35), 

transmitting a transaction request from the hand held device (box 0048), 
transmitting an amount and a transaction identification (via obtaining price and 
product code) in response to the transaction request from a base unit (via ESS 35) to 
the hand held device (see boxes 0065-0070; and presents the data to the shopper at a 
local ECS 20 or remote client 60 see box 0071 lines 5-9), 
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displaying the amount at the hand held device (via ECS 20 display means), 

transmitting a user identification and the transaction identification from the hand 
held device (via placing an order using the ECS 20), and 

posting a credit transaction to the user identification from the base unit (via 
shopper's account membership; box 0049). 

Su further disclose the hand held device (20, 60) provides for interactive 
communication with the base unit (via communication interface means 50). Also, the 
user identification contains credit card information (via shopper's credit card information; 
box 0049). Further, Su discloses initializing communication from the base unit (35) to a 
transaction totaling device (45). 



Claim Rejections = 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
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consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

6. Claims 3, 5-9, 15, and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Su, in view of Davis (6,282,522 B1). 

Su discloses the elements of the claimed invention, but fails to disclose 
encrypting and decrypting the user identification and communicating with a financial 
institution. 

Davis discloses the concept of verifying user authorization using biometric device 
(col. 11, lines 40-44). Davis et al. further discloses encrypting the user identification at a 
hand held device (via Data Encryption Standard) (col. 1 1 , 39-46), and decrypting the 
user identification at a base unit (col. 23, lines 54-67). Further, initializing 
communication from the base unit to a financial institution is disclosed (via 
concentration point 68 to a clearing or administration system for processing). Davis et 
al. further discloses encrypting the transaction identification from the base unit (via 
signature algorithm) and decrypting the transaction identification at the financial 
institution (via information collected from the payment server). 

From this teaching of Davis, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made to modify the e-shopping using a hand held 
device of Su to include the authentication of the user identification and communicating 
with a financial institution in order to prevent fraud. 
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Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1,13 and 17 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Suzuki discloses the use of a personal digital shopping assistant. 
Uchida disclose an identification system for electronic commerce. 

9. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
